SPRINGFIELD, Ill., April 23 
—When A. Ray Frank of Van- 
dalia announced recently that 
he had found uranium ore in 
Macoupoin county, one immedi- 
ate beneficiary of the strike was 
Secretary of State Charles F. 
Carpentier, who had been look- 
ing for Frank in connection with 
another matter. 

Carpentier said today he 
would seek a court order to pre- 
vent Frank from selling unregis- 
tered oil securities in Illinois. 
The Secretary of State filed suit 
in Cook county last December 
regarding the securities, but 
could not find Frank until the 
uranium find was publicized. 

The order to bé requested by 
Carpentier relates to working in- 
terests in oil-lease property in 
Kentucky that Frank allegedly 
is trying to sell in Illinois. The 
Secretary of State's office must 
register securities before they 
can be sold in the states

The new warden was graduat- 
ed from Pennsylvania State 
Teachers College at Mansfield 
with a bachelor of science de- 
gree in social studies in 1932. 
Later he studied law at Emory 
University Law School in At- 
lanta, Ga. 

He served almost six years in 
the Navy as an officer in charge 
of correctional institutions and 
later as education and training 
officer, completing that service 
in 1952. For five years he was 
custodial officer, parole officer 
and advisory supervisor of the 
adult school at the federal pen- 
itentiary in Atlanta. 

Baynes is married and has a 
son, Harold Edgar Baynes Jr., 
a member of the junior class at 
the University of Virginia.

BANDUNG, Indonesia, April 
23—Red China took the initia- 
tive in international diplomacy 
today when it made a direct of- | 
fer at the Asian-African confer- 
ence here to negotiate the For- 
mosa question with the United 
States. 

The offer, first revealed at a 
luncheon gathering of the lead- 
ers of eight conference delega- 
tions at the home of Prime Min- 
ister Ali Sastroamidjojo of In- 
donesia, was made in a. formal 
statement issued on behalf of 
Red Chinese. Premier Chou En- 
lai., The terse statement said: 

“The Chinese people are 
friendly to the American peo- 
ple. The Chinese people do 
not want to have a war with 
the United States of America. 

“The Chinese Government 
is willing to sit down and en- 
ter with. . the. 


This Was a reversal of Chi- 
nese Communist policy and 
took the conference by surprise. 
Chou previously has insisted 
seme Formosa was a domestic 


Only a few minutes before the 
statement was made public, an 
Indian delegate had told this 
writer he despaired of any con- 
crete results from the 29-nation 
conference. 

There was little elaboration 
from the Chinese Communists 
on the proposal to. negotiate, 
other ‘than a strong indication 
by a spokesman for the Peiping 
delegation that any Formosa 
talks should not include the 
Chinese Nationalists. The spokes- 
man ssid that Peiping wants 
“direct negotiations with the 
United States.” 

However, at a party given by 
the Chinese Reds last night, 
members of the Peiping delega- 
tion confirmed to this writer 
that Chou’s terms include with- 
drawal of the Chinese Natinonal- 
ist troops from Quemoy and 
Matsu, admission of Red China 
to the United Nations, and recog- 
nition by the United States, in 
principle, that Formosa belongs 
to Red China. 

It was added tht the only point 
at issue, as far as the Red Chi- 
nese were concerned, is the pres- 
ence of United States troops on 
the island of Formosa.

“During the past three 
months,” Metcalfe said, “the 
board has been concentrating on 
a search for the right man for 
the chief administrative position 
in the new non-political police 
department. Members of the 
board felt the selection of this 
administrator was a top-priority 
decision. The success or failure 
of the new police plan may well 
be determined by the new su- 
perintendent.” 

More than 100 applications 
were reviewed and 10 applicants 
were interviewed, he added. The 
board received advice in their 
selection from Bruce Smith, of 
New York, nationally recognized 
as an expert on police work, who 
said here that the sheriff system 
in the county “is an anachron- 
ism,” and Frank Kreml, director 
of Northwestern University’s 
Traffic Institute. 

“All of us feel the right man 
has ‘been appointed,’ Metcalfe 
said. “He will have the complete 
co-operation of the board. We 
are confident that under Mr.

While the fore- 
closure rate is now only a small 
fraction of the 3,300,000 G.I. 
home guarantees to date, they 
questioned whether an economic 
downswing might not shoot the 
rate up sharply and put a stiff 
drain on the Treasury. 


Saddled With Debt. 


Also, they said, some veterans 
have been saddled with debt be- 
cause under the usual terms of 
house sales the veteran remains 
responsible for the VA-guaran- 
teed loan. They cited this case: 
A Houston (Tex.) veteran used 
his entitlement on a new home 
he bought for $4400. He sold 
it to a man who later defaulted, 
so the VA put the house up for 
public auction and got $1500. 
The veteran wound up owing the 
VA $1200 even though he had 
moved to another home.

Of the 249,628 pounds of hemp 
reported seized in the world, 
228.190 pounds were in the 
Union of South Africa. Russia 
was among those nations which 
reported they had no illicit traf- 
fic in narcotics during 1954.

The circut attorney's letter to 
O’Cannell followed the arest of 
Guy Nolan, Negro, charged with 
first-degree murdef dnd assault 
with intent to kill as a result 


of @ series of shodth Nolan 

said he bought the revolver he 

used from a ti driver. 
“The steady increase in crimes 


involving the use of deadly 
weapons in all major cities, in- 
cluding St. Louis, indicates that 
some special effort must be 
made to apprehend atid prose- 
cute those responsible for the 
illegal transfer and gale of such 
weapons,” Dowd wrote to O'Con- 
nell. 
Intensive Drive Urged. 


“While I realize the depart- 
ment has been making a deter- 
mined effort to apprehend per- 
sons illegally carrying concealed 
weapons, I am requesting an in- 
tensive drive on illegal sale of 
such Weapons. 

“The law requires that each 
person who borrows, lends, buys, 
sells, gives away or in any way 
exchanges a deadly weapon must 
first obtain a permit through the 
Circuit Clerk’s office. I have 
noticed individuals and com- 
ren eral advertising the sale and 

of such weapons without 
reference to permits. 

“T ‘believe the police depart- 
ment should carefully check all 
gun dealers’ publications, as 
well as the newspapers, and in- 
vestigate each of these invita- 
tions to deal in. guns, with a 
view to determine whether there 
is compliance with law. 

“In addition, I am requesting 
in all instances where a gun 
is recovered following a search, 
that it be traced back through 
its various: sales and transfers 
as far as that.is possible, and: 
that persons involved in the 
transfer of such weapons, with- 
out the necessary permits, be 
arrested for that violation and 
that it be presented to the Cir- 
cuit Attorney's office for prose- 
cution. 

Urges Law Revision. 

“It is unfortunate that the 
recommendation of the Circu# 
Attorhey’s office gor increasing 
the penalty for the illegal carry- 
ing of concealed weapons was 
not made law. 

“However, I believe that by 
the next session of the Legisla- 
ture the public will be suffi- 
ciently aroused by the many 
hofiiicides and other serious 
crimes that its passage will be 

ssured.”

Are Basically American, 


Chester Bowles Tells U. S. 


Ex-Ambassador Declares Nehru of India and U Nu 
of Burma Have More in Common With Jefferson 
and Lincoln Than With Marx and Lenin—Urges 
Far East Policy Based on First Principles.

WASHINGTON, April 23. 


EOPLE, ideas and reyolution are the ingredients of the bubbling Asian 
brew and Americans had better restudy their own revolutionary history 
if they are to formulate constructive Far Eastern policies. That is the 
message Chester Bowles, former United States Ambassador to India and one 
of the most successful emissaries this country has ever sent to the Orient, is 


expounding on a lecture tour. 

“Indonesian revolutionaries a few years 
back scrawled on the fences Patrick 
Henry's exclamation, ‘Give me liberty or 
give me death’,” Bowles says. ‘“Many Asian 
aspirations can be expressed in terms of 
our own slogans,.and we must breathe 
some new life into them or we are in 
trouble. 


“We should realize that Nehru of India 
and U Nu of Burma have more in common 
with Jefferson and Lincoln than with Marx 
or Lenin. Some of the guiding principles 
of the new Asian governments were taken 
directly from our own Constitution.” 

Bowles told the Post-Dispatch in an in- 
terview at Scranton, Pa., where he spoke 
last week before a civic lyceum audience, 
that, judging by the reception he receives, 
the country is far ahead of Washington in 
its understanding of fundamental Asian 
problems. 

Bowles has not been offering a possible 
solution to the situation confronting the 
United States in the Formosa strait, where 
the Chinese Communists have been threat- 
ening to “liberate” Formosa and the Pesca- 
dores, and may attack the offshore islands 
of Quemoy and Matsu as part of that plan. 
The United States is pledged to defend 
Formosa and will have allies if it does; it 
will have no allies if it tries to help the 
Chinese Natiohalists hold Quemoy and 
Matsu. . 

Bowles hopes the United States can ex- 
tricate itself with honor and without blood- 
shed, but. he does not know exactly how 
this can be done, 

Red. Concessions Not Likely. 

_“I am increasingly convinced, however,” 
he said, “that Red China is not likely to 
make concessions. The United. States is 
in the position of favorite whipping boy. 
We want to keep Red China out of the’ 
United Nations; the British and Indians see 
opportunities for negotiation if Red China 
were in the U.N, With Red China absent, 
the Soviet Union speaks for her. The In- 
dians say our policy tends to draw Russia 
and Red China together; it should aim at 
separating them. 

“TI think there is too much emotionalism 
in the United States over this issue to set- 
tle it now. Red China, of course, is feed- 
ing this emotionalism every few weeks. A 
good many people think Red China wants 
it this way, that it does not seek member- 
ship in the U.N., that it can gain a greater 
propaganda advantage by shouting that the 
United States will not consent to any more 
colored races in the United Nations.” 

Bowles, now 54 years old, appears to 
have lost none of the youthful energy and 
enthusiasm that gained him a fortune in 
the advertising business before he was 35. 
He has been successful in many seemingly 
unrelated undertakings—as a partner (with 
William Benton, later Senator from Coh- 
necticut) jn the fabulous Benton & Bowles, 
as price administrator and economic sta- 
bilizer, as Governor of Connecticut and, 
from 1951.to 1953, Ambassador to India 
and Nepal. 

Recently he has been traveling and writ- 
ing and lecturing, mainly on the problems 
of underdeveloped countries; He returned | 
a few weeks ago from a trip to India and 
Africa and is*preparing a book on his find- 
ings. Consciously or not, Bowles is putting 
hiniself in a position where he would be a 
logical choice for Secretary of State if the 
Democrats win the presidency in 1956. 

Bowles maintains.the United States must 
come to grips with the revolution that is 
going on in Asia—“We can’t ignore it or 
make it go away by wishing”—and must 
realize that it is a revolution of people and 
ideas that cannot be countered with atomic 
bombs. 

“The question is not so much whether 
we ‘can get along with the Communists, 
because I don’t think we can,” Bowles said. 
“The question is whether we can get along 
in Asia with the people who are not Com- 
munists, the people in the uncommitted 
nations emerging from colonialism,” 


Three Aspects of Revolution. 

In Bowles’s view there are three per- 
tinent aspects of the Asian revolution: 

1. There is a strong nationalistic desire 
by Asians to be free of outside interfer, 
ence. The Communists have seized upon 
nationalism and perverted it, as they did 
in Northern Indochina. Nationalism, how- 
ever, can be an ally of the free world. 

.2. There is a strong desire for human 


dignity and self-respect. The one thing |’ 


that brought 29 Asian and African nations 
together at the Bandung conference was 
that all the nations were composed of the 
colored races. 

“Many of these people have bitter mem- 
ories. They could not, sit on the park 
benches, because the seats were reserved 
for whites. They could not belong to the 
white man’s clubs.’ There still are signs in 
. Singapore saying, ‘No Chinese, Indians or 
dogs allowed.’” 

Color is an emotional issue and has de- 
veloped a sort of defensive arrogance. The 
people readily believe the Soviet Russian | 


propaganda that hundreds of Negroes are | 


lynched every month in the United States 
because those stories relate to their own 
experiences. 


“Communist propaganda asserts we 


dropped the first atomic bombs on Japan, 
rather than Germany, because the Jap- 
anese are colored, That is believed by 
marily Asians, I heard the statement made 
at a Rotary club meeting in Madras, for 
example.” 

3. There is a burning desire for economic 
progress; 


and they hear from Peiping that only the 
Communists can organize a country to pro- 
duce economic benefits quickly. They- 
know what America has done, but they 
say it took 200 years. They see what Rus- 
sia has done in 30 years—a steel industry 
as big as that of Europe. 


Asia’s Views on Communism. 

The voice of Asia says you may have to 
sacrifice a generation but you can move 
ahead far faster through Communism. One 
of America’s tasks is to prevent non-Com- 
munists from trying Communism on the 
theory that they can use the system to ad- 
vance themselves and then drop it. 

“We look at China,” Bowles continued, 
“and we see half a billion people being 
driven by totalitarian methods. We see all 
the attributes of a Communist state. India, 
for example, sees that, too. But the Indian 
also sees another colored people trying to 
conquer poverty, he sees the great unfin- 
ished business in his own country, he sees 
2000. miles of border, and he wonders 
whether he had not better be cautious. 


“The Indian sees the orderliness of Pei- 
ping and admires it without realizing he 


; 


“The Indian turns to the United States 
and he sees a great military. power. He 
says he thinks the United States really 


wants peace but is going about it in the 
wrong way. A survey showed that in one 
section of Hyderabad 82 per cent of all the 
newspaper mentions of the. United States 
were in connection with military matters. 
Everyone knows what the Russians are do- 
ing in a military way, but the Russians 
don’t talk about it. They talk peace.” 

Bowles found on revisiting India after 
two years that the principles of Gandhi, 
who was assassinated in 1948, not only 
were not stagnating but were expanding. 
He believes it important that the strengths, 
and limitations, of these principles be un- 
derstood. 

The turmoil of the twentieth century, 
Bowles remarks, was set off by three men, 
born within two years of one another— 
Lenin in Russia, Sun Yat-sen in China and 
Gandhi in India. In Soviet Russia Lenin- 
ism became Stalinism; in China, Sun’s re- 
public was assimilated by the Communists; 
in India the democratic principles fostered 
by Gandhi are still at work, and so is 
Gandhi's doctrine of non-violence. 


Gandhi Influence Strong. 


The ardent pacifism of many Asians may 
stem in part from the known success of 
Gandhi's principle of non-violence, by 
which the frail Indian political genius 
broke the power of the British empire in 
India, Bowles holds, but he adds that the 
same principle cannot necessarily be ap- 
plied to other circumstances. 

Bowles argues that Gandhi was success- 
ful against the British because the British 
are essentially a decent and just people, 
who could not bring themselves to institute 
repressive measures severe enough to 
break the Gandhi movement. He quotes 
Prime Minister Nehru, a disciple of 
Gandhi who spent 11 years in British jails, 
as saying, “A terror with a conscience is 
not very formidable.” 


Indians understand generally that had 


Gandhi been up against a Communist dic-

Somebody in Britain is spending more 
money than the country can afford. While 
the signs are clear in this direction, it is 
also true that Britain’s*treasury surplus 
for the fiscal year ending March 31 was 
$1,204,000,000. That means that tax col- 
lections were up all along the line and that 
expenses were less than expected. 

One cynic suggested that the average 
Englishman should be encouraged to put 
more money in football pools, dogs and 
horses. 


Two Preliminary Steps. 

Chancellor of the Exchequer R.A. But- 
ler has taken two steps already. Install- 
ment buying has been discouraged by in- 
creasing down payments and shortening 
time for buying and bank interest rates 
have been increased, but at this point it 
would seem that more will be needed 
shortly after the election. Any govern- 
ment that takes these measures is going 
to be unpopular. 

If the Tories win, they apparently will 
be forced to return to some of the con- 
trols they abandoned. This is one of the 
reasons why the election is being held at 
this early date.

Last year, as head of the Foreign Opera- 
tions Administration, Harold E. Stassen 
carried on lengthy negotiations with the 15 
nations, including the United States, that 
work through a co-ordinating committee, 
to enforce an embargo on goods which 
would build up the Communist war poten- 
tial. There was considerable pressure to 
let down the bars from those in western 
Europe believing East-West trade was the 
answer to growing prosperity and even a 
way to ease the tensions of the cold war. 


At the same fime, Stassen was aware of 
his senatorial critics who were ready to 
brand any relaxation of the embargo as 
appeasement. Nevertheless the FOA direc- 
tor. felt that it was necessary to demon- 
strate that the United States did not want 
to stand in the way of legitimate peace- 
time trade between Communist and non- 
Communist nations. 


About-face in the Kremlin. 


The pressure in Europe to relax the em- 
bargo coincided with the announced policy 
of former Soviet Premier Georgi Malenkov 
to develop consumer goods and thereby 
raise the Russian standard of living. This 
seemed to herald the beginning of a new 
era. A British trade mission to Moscow re- 
turned to London with enthusiastic reports 
and a series of contracts were signed call- 
ing for the export to Soviet Russia of ma- 
chinery to produce textiles, shoes and 
other consumer goods. 


But it was not long before the bubble 
burst. With the downfall of Malenkov and 
the rise of Nikita Khrushchev, the Russian 
economic policy was put in reverse. The 
stress was once again on heavy industry 
which would serve as the base for war- 
making potential. One of the first con- 
sequences was cancellation of many of the 
British contracts. The first cancellations 
amounted to $12,000,000 and others have 
followed. 


In the whole picture of world trade, the 
exchange between the Communist and nen- 
Communist bloc is a mere 2 per cent. 

It is a striking fact that since the end 
of World War II, trade relations East and 
West have been just reversed. Formerly 
the eastern European countries that are 
now the Russian satellite states carried on 
75 to 80 per cent of their trade with the 
West and 25 to 20 per cent with the So- 
viet Union and the East. Today at least 
80 per cent of the foreign commerce of 
Hungary, Czechoslovakia, Rumania and 
Bulgaria is with Russia. 

The same reversal has taken place with 
respect to China’s trade. Before the war 
75 to 80 per'cent was with the West while 
today considerably more than that is with- 
in the Soviet bloc, 


Some Perplexing Questions. 

For those who*are sincerely and dili- 
gently —and realistically — searching for 
ways to peace this seems to raise some per- 
tinent questions. . ' 

Does not this close economic relation- 
ship mean a binding tie that is bound to 
hold the Soviet bloc together? What would 
happen if the embargo were taken off alto- 
gether? Would'not that mean a great ex- 
pansion of East-West trade? 

United States officials dealing with this 
problem say no to the last question. They 
believe that even if all restrictions were 
taken off, there would be only a slight 
expansion in the total volume of trade. 
What would happen is that purchases 
would be concentrated in the field of Rus- 
sian scarcities. The Soviets would buy in- 
dustrial diamonds and large-scale electric 
generators—everything to build up their 
industrial base and therefore their war- 
making potential. 

Unquestionably the economic ties con- 
tribute to the cohesion of the Communist 
bloc, but the concentration of trade within 
that bloc is a matter of deliberate choice 
and there is little that the West can do

ESPITE liberalization of the restrictions on trade between East and 
West, the volume of that trade has been declining in the past six months. 
In the view of American officials who have always taken a skeptical view 
of the potentialities of such trade, this is proof that the Communist bloc has 
little to offer the West in return for the machines the Communists are so 


the searce items the Communist countries 
urgently want. 

There are two principal theories as to 
why the Russian development of consumer 
goods, with expanded East-West trade as 
a part of that development, was rejected 
for a return to heavy industry. 


One is, as has been suggested, that the 
bosses in the Kremlin decided that co- 
existence was a remote possibility and they 
had therefore better speed the building of 
an industrial base to sustain a major war. 
The bellicose speeches accompanying the 
demotion of Malenkoy lent credence to 
that theory. : 


The other theory is that the continuing 
agricultural crisis in Russia forced the 
change. Thoughtful and knowledgeable 
students of the Soviet Union hold this 
view. They believe that a combination of 
climatic and political factors made it in- 
evitable that once again the hope of more 
food, clothing and a few of the good things 
of life be postponed for the overworked 
and the miserably underprivileged people 
of thé Soviet Union. 


Simply Not Enough Rain. 


Khrushchev pushed agricultural devel- 
opment in areas where uncertain rainfall 
made it a great gamble. Even in the 
Ukraine, with the richest soil, the rainfall 
is only about that of South Dakota, not suf- 
ficient for the kind of corn-hog production 
which Khrushchev held out as a goal when 
he talked about Soviet farmers following 
the example of Iowa farmers. 


Collectivization, modified by efforts to 
give individual farmers some incentive 
with small plots on which they could raise 
produce for direct sale, has never worked. 
Ever since the revolution in 1917, the land 
and the peasant have plagued the Marxian 
planners with one crisis after another. 
Stalin’s policy of starvation for the mil- 
lions did not solve it. 

What is becoming more evident, in the 
view of those who stress the continuing 
crisis in agriculture, is that the Soviet 
Union simply does not have the agricul- 
tural base for an industry on anything like 
the scale of the United States. Within two 
to four years this will be so evident to the 
men in the Kremlin that they will agree 
to the kind of ironclad guarantees for 
peace that will make co-existence possible. 


In the context of current headlines, this 
sounds wildly optimistic, but there are 
some facts to support it. 


In China, too, the evidence is growing of 
a similar crisis in food production and dis- 
tribution. 

Those who hold this theory are urging 
that the United States keep large food sur- 
pluses such as have been accumulating un- 
der the price support system. Then at the 
critical time they can be used as part of 
the effort to get a truly effective guarantee 
of peace in this nuclear’ age. 


But’ quite apart from such long-range 
theorizing, the record of East-West trade 
to date demonstrates one phase of the cold 
war of first importance to this country. If 
the United States had declined to negotiate 
with the other Western powers for relax- 
ing the embargo, there would always have 
been a doubt as to the effectiveness of 
trade as a means for promoting peace. The 
Communists could have exploited this in 
their propaganda, blaming American re- 
fusal for blocking the channels of legiti- 
mate commerce. Now it has been shown 
that East-West trade is, in large part, an 
illusion. 


Negotiations Continuing. 

Negotiations among the 15 powers are 
continuing. Exports to the Soviet bloc in-. 
clude small electric generators. The Com- 
munists want big generators and this has 
been a subject of lengthy discussion with 
some pressure from western European 
countries to raise the ante. 

Various subterfuges—such a shipment 
through .free ports to dummy purchasers 
who then trans-ship to Soviet customers 
—are still used, but American officials be- 
lieve the volume of violation is small. 
The Communists. continue to offer up to 
two times the price for scarce commod- 
ities. ews 

As for China, the total of the Free 
World’s' exports to the Communist main- 
land is, in terms of China’s needs, negligi- 
ble. For 1954, exports are estimated at 
.$270,000,000 and imports at $364,000,000, 
How much of the goods received by China 
were of strategic value can be only a 
guess, but it is believed to have been only 
a very small fraction. 

Some Americans, both military men and 
politicians, have argued for a military 
blockade of China. President Eisenhower 
has said that this would be an act of war, 
Such a blockade would seem to: serve lit- 
tle purpose, in view of the relatively small 
volume of trade with Communist

Civil Defense Not Enough 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Congratulations on your coverage 
Sunday of the 23 bond issues on 
which St. Louisans soon will be 
voting. It was very thorough and at 
the same time easily comprehended. 

In general, I favor these bond is- 
sues, but there is one to which I am 
very strongly opposed. This is the 
$125,000 allotted to civil defense. 
While this is a relatively small sum 
to pay for this folly, yet there must 
be other city institutions where it 
can be constructively used. 

The only sane, tenable position 
with regard to civil defense is that 
of Coventry, England. There is no 
defense ‘against atomic warfare. It 
is not only foalish, but dangerous, 
and perhaps fatal, to delude our- 
selves in this matter. 

To assume that we St. Louisans 
can be ‘saved by proceeding along 
designated escapeways to safety, in 
10 or 15 miles, when the admitted 
lethal fallout area of the H-bomb is 
some 120 miles, is worse than folly. 

The most cursory perusal of the 
Strauss Report must convince any- 
one that, in the words of Gen. Mac- 
Arthur, “the old methods and solu- 
tions no longer suffice. We must 
have new thoughts, new ideals, new 
concepts...’ 

Civil defense does not and will not 
‘suffice. To believe that it does may 
blind us to the magnitude of our 
danger until it is too late. If we 
cannot allot this $125,000 for some- 
thing genuinely useful toward the 
easing of international tensions and 
eventual world peace, such as CARE 
or UN Technical Assistance or re- 
search on the basic causes of war, 
then let us at least spend it on some- 
thing harmless. 

Let us have carnival in the streets, 
if we must buy folly. Let us not 
walk smugly into destruction, believ- 
ing we are safe. JOAN W. PAUL.

If the Bandung conferénce had produced 
nothing -else but Chou En-lai’s. offer to nego- 
tiate on Far East issues, particularly “the ques- 
tion of relaxing tension in the Formosa area,” 
it would have been worth while. 

Only subsequent developments can tell héw 
sincere Communist China’s Premier was in 
this offer, and how far-reaching he means it to 
be. If he is actually willing to negotiate on the 
future status of Formosa, a considerable shift 
in the Chinese position is implied. 

Up to now, Peiping has insisted that Formosa 
belonged to the. Chinese and sooner or later 
would be “liberated.” Negotiation is a good deal 
different from “liberation” any way you figure 
it. Above all, negotiation involves an ipso facto 
abandonment, for the duration of the talks, 
anyway, of efforts to satisfy national claims 
by resort to force. 

We are glad that the State Department re- 
sponded to Chou’s offer in a fairly affirmative 
way, avoiding the outright rejection which Sen- 
ator Knowland almost instantly voiced. And we 
hope that the State Department will not attach 
too many conditions to the negotiations. 

7 . + 

Certainly Peiping would be well advised, as an 
earnest of its good intentions, to take some of 
the steps suggested. by the State Department, 
particularly the release of the imprisoned Amer- 
ican airmen. But making such concessions a 
condition of holding discussions is something 
else. 

The American insistence that Chiang Kai-shek 
be represented is understandable. His Govern- 
ment is, after all, recognized by most of the 
world and even sits as a member of the U.N. 
Security Council. If the United States can ne- 
gotiate with Peiping, a government it does not 
recognize, Peiping should be able to negotiate 
with Chiang although it does not recognize him. 

A cease-fire in the Formosa strait would be 
helpful to any discussions that might be held. 
Whether or not a formal cease-fire agreement 
were signed, the shooting can be ended any time 
the two parties wish to end it. And a de facto 
cease-fire could certainly be attained if Chiang 
could be persuaded to withdraw from the coastal 
islands of Quemoy and Maitsu. We hope that the 
Radford-Robertson mission will work in that di- 
rection, and convince Chiang for once and all 
that the United States will not be drawn into 
war over those islands. 

While Chou’s statement stole the show toward 
the end of the Bandung conference, other de- 
velopments of a healthy nature also emerged. 
One was the frank and fearless way in which 
Ceylon, Pakistan, the Philippines, Iraq, Iran 
and Turkey defended their ties with the West 
and expressed their opposition to Communist 
forms of imperialism as well as all other forms. 
Here was plain notice to Peiping that thetgh all 
of these peoples want peace they do not want it 
at the price of giving up their own sovereignty 
or the right to enter into regional defense al- 
liances. 

+ « * 

But the emphasis at Bandung was on the com- 
mon stake that all peoples have in negotiations 
to heal the great world rift and diminish the 
risks of a devastating war. In that respect the 
29 nations represented at the conference are 
united with all other nations. It is up to the 
major powers that bear the primary responsibil- 
ity for peace to satisfy this universal demand for 
diplomacy instead of arms, discussions instead 
of bombs, negotiation instead of war. __ 

Fortunately that cause has taken a distinctly 
favorable turn, both in Asia and in Europe, dur- 
ing the past few days. There is more reason 
now than there was a few weeks ago to hope 
for a.Formosa and Far Eastern settlement. With 
an Austrian treaty apparently on the way, the 
Big Four powers are preparing for a major con- 
ference to take up the crucial problem of Ger- 
many, and Russia's Premier Bulganin reiterates 
his readiness for negotiations “at the summit.” 

Slowly, we may hope, the world draws back 
from the abyss. 
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The Week the World Turns Green 

This has been the week of the great change, 
the week in which the trees turned green. It is 
with this change that the earth passes from one 
to the other of its two “basic make-ups,” the 
drab one and the bright one, which it wears for 
the sake of its own as well as for the telescope 
men on Mars. 

If you want to see it more with the mind than 
with the eye, there is nothing very abrupt about 
this “changing of type.” It starts, no doubt, with 
a warm open day in February. After that, snow 
and cold kre never quite the same again. Then 
comes the flowering of the early bulbs. Here 
and there forsythia gets ahead of itself. Little 
protrusions and nodules appear on tree limbs, 
some doomed to quick extinction by a late frost. 
You can see all these things and more if you 
really look. : 

But then comes the week in which the great 
change thrusts itself on you, whether you want 
to see it or not. The tree-nodules are no longer 
gray or brown or black.

They are leaves growing 
faster than Iowa corn in a hot night. Almost 
overnight trees no longer have limbs and 
branches; they are just masses of this embrac- 
ing and expanding green. City streets and houses 
as well as farmers’ wood lots and hedgerows are 
completely transformed. Everything is changed, 
even the light which toward evening is of a soft 
—a greenish—translucence. 

This indeed is the birth of Spring, the genuine 
primavera. That-for which the flower bugles 
sound is the advent of Summer. It will come 
quickly. So these true Spring days are for spe- 
cial enjoyment—and for treasuring. 
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To Those Who Use English 


And Johnson, well arm’d like a hero of yore, 
Has beat forty French, and will beat forty more. 
Garrick’s boast ce lebrated Samuel Johnson's 


completion of the first real English dictionary on 
April 15, 1755, two centuries ago. It had taken 
40 members of the French Academy 40 years te 


compile a dictionary of their language. Johnson 


put together his 41 ,000-word work in nine years. 
He had agreed to do it in three. Ja. 

But three years or nine, the accomplishment is 
worth a thought by everybody who uses the lan- 
guage. Johnson's was hot the first dictionary, 
but it was the first which undertook to set forth 
not only definitions, but the systematic spelling, 


innumerable quotations to form a compendium 
of literary, historical, philosophical and theologi- 
cal maxims. That is why Robert Browning among 
others read the Dictionary from cover to cover. 
It is by now outmoded, but for a century it was 
the law. It gave stability to our English.

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In the Next 10 Weeks 

The President’s conference has taken the nec- 
essary first step for voluntary rationing of the 
Salk polio vaccine. A national advisory commit- 
tee is being set up by Secretary Hobby to sug- 
gest allocations by states, By November, it is 
estimated, everyone up to the age of 20 who 
wishes it may be immunized, 

The pressing ptoblem is how to channel 
priority on the vaccine to children of the ages 
most susceptible to polio, and to do it prefer- 
ably by the end of June, so that the immiuniza- 
tion can take effect before the start of the polio 
season. These are the children up to the age 
of 9. They represent only about a twelfth of the 
nation’s population, but among them a third of 
all cases ‘of polio occur. 

There is expected to be not quite enough 
vaccine prior to the polio season for all children 
up to 9, but enough for three out of four. Sup- 
plies will increase rapidly throughout the year, 
but it must be evident that much depends on 
how the vaccination program is administered 
during the next 10 weeks. The time is too 
short for. setting up and getting into operation 
an organization to compel observance of hu- 
manitarian priorities. The country must depend 
heavily on thé public conscience of physicians 
and parents. 

Every person over the age of 9 who is treated 


with the Salk vaccine before the erid of June. 


will have deprived a small child who needed 
it more. Surely no one who wants to live with 
his own conscience will want to do that. 

When the national quota system is function- 
ing, it will then be up to each state to provide 
some kind of organization and system of prior- 
ities to take over the job at the state line. It 
would seem in order for the presidents of the 
Missouri and Illinois medical societies, Dr. Carl 
F. Vohs of the St. Louis University School of 
Medicine, and Dr. Arkell M. Vaughn of Chicago, 
to work with public health officials in setting 
such organizations going in their states. 

This great new boon to mankind would serve 
Only a fraction of its potential usefulness this 
year if much of it were diverted from those 
among whom it can do the most good. The fine 
spirit of public weal which enabled the mass 
tests of the Salk vaccine to be made is needed 
‘again to put the vaccine to the maximum service 
of the people. 
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For the State Supreme Court 

Gov. Phil M. Donnelly has appointed Clem F. 
Storckman of St. Louis and Henry I. Eager of 
Kansas City to the two vacancies on the Missouri 
Supreme Court. This was one of those “tradi- 
tional” decisions involving a meticulous balance 
between Democrat and Republican and between 
the eastern and the western parts of the state. 
But the Governor is to be congratulated particu- 
larly on the selection of Mr. Storckman. 

St. Louisans, naturally enough, know Mr. 
Storckman less for his learning in the law than 
for his public services. He was an active mem- 
ber of the convention which produced the 1945 
state constitution. He worked even harder as a 
freeholder in drafting the city charter which 
went to the polls in 1950. And he was one of 
the “blue ribbon” School Board candidates in 
the April 5 elections. 

It is not without significance that each of these 
positions called for difficult, extended and un- 
compensated work, every bit of it subject to far 
more than ordinary public scrutiny. Only good 
citizens accept such assignments. 
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Dangerous As Ever 
Ordinarily the most unsafe thing about an au- 


- tomobile is its driver, and the human element 


receives most of the blame for the rising traffic 
toll. But a Cornell University investigation has 
discovered that automobiles themselves are get- 
ting no safer, either. 

The investigators found that the ability of new 
models to withstand a crash is certainly no better 
than that of models of the '40s. The same things 
are causing the same kind of accidents. Car 
doors opening under impact, for example. And 
steering wheels are causing more damage to 
drivers now than they used to. 

This inquiry is quite apart from the increased 
speed of new autos. If auto design has not im- 
proved from the point of safety, it has improved 
for purposes of sheer speed—if that is an im- 
provement. At the recent Daytona Beach speed 
trials, a new Chrysler was timed at 130 miles an 
hour on a one-mile run. A Chevrolet did 114. 

But other aspects of auto engineering have 
not kept pace with the motors. Springing, for 
instance. Detroit's idea of proper springing seems 
to be to give the driver the most comfortable 
ride consonant with road-holding at reasonable 
speeds. This “soft” springing is not compatible 
with safety at high speeds. Neither is the steer- 
ing of most cars. Neither are the brakes. (Neith- 
er, of course, are the highways.) 

Nor does all the power equipment, which per- 
mits a driver to drive with so little effort, neces- 
sarily make for better drivers. The speed is 
there, with less compulsion to be alert. ; 

The gist of the improvement in automobiles is 
that our cars glitter more and ride more softly 
and go faster, but not Barney Oldfield nor 
Ralph DePalma nor the current champion, Juan 
Manuel Fangio, would want to race one on the 
open road. Neither should anybody else. 
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Park Money Is for Parks 


Sirely the State Senate will reconsider its re- 
fusal to turn over $170,000 of State Park money 
to the State Park Board. This sum repre- 
sents earnings on concessions in various parks. 
As required by law, it was deposited with the 


State Treasurer. But this requirement is no > 


more than an administrative convenience, a de- 
vice for saving the park commissioners the both- 
er of carrying the money around in their pock- 
ets. Certainly we never heard that the money 
would not be available for park purposes. 

True, the Legislature is required to approve 
expenditure of park funds, both the customary 
appropriation of one cent on every $100 of prop- 
erty value in the state as well as money earned 


in the parks. This, however, should only be a | 


safeguard against unwise and frivolous expendi- 
tures. The central idea behind the creation of 
the present park board was the application of 
park-earned funds for maintenance and improve- 
ment of the park system. 

The board asked for the $170,000 in question 
for land purchase, building repairs and salaries 
—all justifiable expenditures. The lower cham- 


ber voted the money as a matter of routine. Why |

The pronunciation of the word “Mis- 
souri” is hardly so b an issue 
now as it was in the 1890s when the 
citizens of the state almost went to 
arms ever whether to say Missoury or 
Missoura. 

Both pronunciations are at last re- 
corded in the dictionaries, although the 
dictionaries do not exactly agree. For 
example, the most recent of them re- 
gards Missoura as a localism. Within 
the state people go on using both pro- 
nunciations. 

As a “foreigner,” I still say Missoury 
about three quarters of the time; and 
when my friends tell me that my late 
colleague, Robert L. Ramsay, “had a 
theory that Missoura came about by peo- 
ple who used to say Marthy getting 
mixed up and-saying not only Martha 
but Missoura also,” I smile and say I 
don’t think so; but I add that no one is 
certain how, when, or where the pro- 
nunciation developed. 

Linguists, of course, know that the 
variation in the final vowel is closely 
paralleled by such pairs of pronuncia- 
tions as Cincinnaty: Cincinnata, Miamy: 
Miama, and prairie: peraira. They may 
also suspect what this paper will abun- 
dantly show, that “localism” is a most 
inappropriate word for certain of these 
pronunciations—especially Missoura. 


The evidence is the nearly 1300 pro- 
nunciations of “Missouri” recorded in 


phonetic transcription by the field 


workers of the Linguistic Atlas in the 
Eastern United States. (A survey of 
American spoken English which was 
begun in the early 1930s. To date about 
one-half of the country has been sur- 
veyed. “Missouri,” fortunately, was one 
of the items on the questionnaire.) 


The area considered in this paper is 
in general the coastal states, from Maine 
through Georgia. 

Missoura not only occurs virtually 
everywhere in the area considered; it 
also outnumbers Missoury. The actual 
figures are these: Missoury 528; an in- 
eg pronunciation 109; Missoura 


In only seven of the 16 states is 
Missoury the most common pronuncia- 
tion: Maine, New Hampshire, Massachu- 
setts, Rhode Island, New York, South 
Carolina and Georgia. In West Vir- 
ginia usage is about equally divided. 

In general, then, Missoury predomi- 
nates in the “Yankee” North, minus 
most of Pennsylvania, and in South Car- 
olina and For the rest of the 
East, Missoura is the more common 
nundiation, and in certain large port 
it is virtually the only pronunciation 
recorded.

Spiritual Overtones. 


Chou talked smoothly, but he 
completely failed to understand 
that Bandung had great spiritual 
overtones. Representatives of 
every one of the 28 other na- 
tions invoked the blessings of 
their gods that Bandung would 
result in peace and good will. 
Every one of them, including the 
volatile Nehru, stressed that this 
was to be a conference of gen- 
eral principles so that the main 
purposes would not be lost in 
friction and misunderstanding 
over details. Into this spiritual 
atmosphere of good will came 
Chou with the stupid statement 
that “we Communists are athe- 
ists.” 


Delegates from many lands 
and of many religions asked 
how could this man dare to of- 
fend religious beliefs. 

Perhaps unconsciously, this 
outspoken flaunting of godless- 
ness minimized the impact Chou 
might otherwise have registered. 
Immediately Formosa and nu- 
clear weapons began to fade in 
importance and colonialism and 
racialism became the Number 
One problem. Even the ques- 
tion of admission of Red China 
to the United Nations became 
nothing more than a part of a 
general resolution that all the 
12 nations be admitted. 


The question of nuclear wea- 
pons was placed on the agenda 
of the political committee, but 
after the opening speeches, of 
which Chou’s was one, it was 
struck from the agenda. 

If Chou hoped to direct the 
conference against the United 
States, he failed. In fact, if 
Red China had come up alone 
for admission to the United Na- 
tions, it could not have mustered 
more than 12 votes out of the 
29 at the conference. 

Another Opportunity Lost. 

Even when all efforts to raise 
the Formosa question were lost, 
Nehru, behind the scenes, spon- 
sored a quiet dinner in his pri- 
vate villa. The carefully selected 
group of guests waited for Chou 
to show signs that Peiping was 
ready to relent in an effort to 
save world peace. I learned 
from one of the guests that vir- 
tually all they discussed was the 
art of brewing Chinese tea. 
Bitter tea indeed!

At 
the Union of South Africa press 
conference which preceded the 
opening of the conference, a 
Communist agent from South- 
east Asia asked: “How can you 
expect the United States to help 
you when they have the doc- 
trine of segregation within their 


shores?” 
Truth the Best Answer. 


I immediately held a confer- | 


ence and answered this question 
by simply telling the truth 
about the progress that has been 
made on segregation and the 
fact that more must be made 
and quickly. I must point out 
that the sooner we clean up the 
problem of segregation in the 
United States, the better we are 
going to appear before the peo- 
ples of Asia and Africa. 

We must use all the power of 
reason and diplomacy to stop 
the problem from festering in 
the Union of South Africa. Af- 
rican leaders told me: 

“We have almost lost faith in 
the United States. We are will- 
ing to accept assistance from 
anyone. If the United States 
won't help us, we may be forced 
one day to help ourselves with 
guns, and we know we can get 
them.” 

What must the United States 
do? Because time is running 
out; the first thing we must do 
is place ourselves solidly on the 
side of people fighting colonial- 
ism, racialism and intolerance in 
any form. Second, we must re- 
alize this: There is now a new 
group of powers in the world 
and we must consult with them 
in every move we make in Asia 
and Africa from now on. 

Third, we must work out our 
Asian foreign pdlicy in co-opera- 
tion with Asian leaders. Let us 
not place our faith in military 
alliances alone. Asia is on the 
march. Bandung was a new pil- 
grimage. This is a punctuation 
mark in world history. 

Whether it is a period, an ex-

asks no man to do anything he

ATOMIC-POWERED

Capt. John E. Lee, command- 
er of the submarine base here, 
accepted the ship on behalf of 
the commanding officer of the 
Third Naval District from Car- 
leton Shuggs, General Dynamics 
vice president and general man- 
ager of Electric Boat, which 
built the ship. 

Present at the ceremony were 
Comdr. Eugene P. Wilkinson, 
commanding officer of the Nau- 
tilus, which underwent a long 
series of shakedown cruises 
prior to the ceremony, and Capt. 
Robert L. Moore, Navy super- 
visor of shipbuilding stationed 
at Electric Boat. 

The Nautilus has been as- 
signed to the submarine force, 
United States Atlantic Fleet, for 
training. It will be based at the 
submarine base, about two miles 
up the Thames river from the 
General Dynamics plant. 


JAPAN PROPOSES 
PEACE TALKS IN 
LONDON WITH REDS 


TOKYO, April 23 (AP) — A

along with as many of his fol- 
lowers as necessary, but they 
still do not believe sufficiently 
in armed preparedness, Bowles 
maintains. They recall that a 
military power was destroyed by 
an idea in which people be- 
lieved. 


There is much to be learned 
from the British-Indian experi- 
ence, however, Bowles says. The 
British, when the end came, 
withdrew gratefully and in a 
spirit of friendliness, leaving be- 
hind them a civil service and 
many British institutions. Today 
India and Great Britain are fast 
friends and there are probably 
more Englishmen in India than 
a decade ago, 


Thinks India’s Role Decisive. 


Bowles thinks the future of 
Asia will be decided by India, 
the world’s largest non-Commu- 
nist nation, and Japan, the ma- 
jor industrial power of the 
Orient. India is struggling to 
effect democratic economic re- 
forms fast enough to hold back 
the Communist tide; Japan is 
in desperate economic straits for 
lack of trade. 

“There seems to be a tendency 
to write off India and Japan,” 
Bowles said, “but if you do that, 
you write off Asia.” 

In the two years since he gave 
up his post in New Delhi with 
the change in administrations in 
Washington, India’s progress has 
been “almost beyond belief,” 
Bowles says. Advances have been 
made in the fields of industry, 
construction, public health, edu- 
cation and nutrition. Thé Com- 
munists have suffered sharp set- 


-_backs in specific areas where 


food production has increased 
and the incidence of disease has 
been reduced. 

Bowles is, of course, a strong 
advocate of Point Four technical 
aid. He has pointed: out con- 
sistently that the amount of as- 
sistance is not as important as 
the way in which it is given. 
Economic aid should total about 
5 to 8 per cent of the United 
States military budget, Bowles 
thinks, . but he warns that it 
must be offered in the spirit of 
co-operation rather than charity. 
“We Cannot Buy Their Loyalty.” 

“We are dealing not with in- 
stitutions but with people,” 
Bowles repeats. ‘“‘We cannot buy 
their loyalty. We cannot ask 
them to follow our leadership 
blindly nor can we stuff our in- 
dustrial materialism down their 
throats. We need ideas, plus 
some money, and an approach 
that says not ‘we will do this 
for you,’ but ‘we will do this 
with you—let’s do it. together.’”

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“There are things we can’t 


do,” Bowles says. *‘ “We can’t 
stop the world and get off. Iso- 
lationism is impossible. We can’t 
destroy our enemies with atomic 
bombs — the American people 
wouldn’t do it and if they would, 
it wouldn’t work. 

“We must remain strong mili- 
tarily and encourage trade. We 
should work with our allies to 
draw a practical line of defense 
and announce to the world 
where the line is and what we 
will do if it is crdssed. We must 
stop talking so much about war 
and put some important and 
dramatic moves: behind a drive 
toward peace. We sorely need a 
rebirth of American liberal 
thought.” 

Little Faith in Own Allies. 

Bowles has little faith in the 
practical long-term value of our 
present allies in the Far East. 
He points out the main supports 
of the United States are For- 
mosa and South Korea, which 
contain only a small fraction of 
the total Asian population and 
which are despised by Asians 
generally, and relatively weak 
Thailand, Pakistan and the Phil- 
ippines. ° 

These allies are unlikelv to 
be able to halt a determined 
push by more than 500,000,000 
Chinese in the next 10 to 20 
years, Bowles asserts. 

China’s food and population 
problems will exert pressure for 
expansion regardless of Com- 
munism, and the logical areas 
for Chinese to enter are Burma, 
Thailand, Indochina, Malaya and 
Sumatra. | 

In a memorandum prepared 
a few weeks ago, Bowles empha- 
sized that, in his opinion, Asia 
may fall to Communism even if 
the United States does all the 
right things and maybe be saved 
even if this country does all the 
wrong things. The role of the 
United States is at best marginal, 
he said, but it might be decisive. 

Bowles would place the main 
reliance of the United States on 
the Atlantic pact, give careful 
consideration to the views of 
our Western allies on Asian 
problems, meet with Asian lead- 
ers as frequently as with such 
men as Eden and Adenauer, 
place more emphasis on affirm- 
ing our own ideals and less on 
Communism, and develop a pri- 
ority program for India and Ja- 
pan.

Congress has been the dullest

No Emotion-Charged Issue. 

A much more important reason 


|for all the tedium is simply that 


the Democrats have so far failed 
to develop any really emotion- 
charged issue—any “gut issue,” 
to use the unpleasant phrase of 
the professionals. 

The Democrats were trying to 
develop an issue to use against 
the Administration in the $20- 
for-everybody tax cut, but this 
was too rawly political, and 
when the Senator Walter George, 
key man ‘in the Senate, refused 
to go along, the issue collapsed. 

For the rest, it has become ap- 
parent that the country stub- 
bornly refuses to get much in- 
terested in such matters as the 
Dixon-Yates contract or the in- 
iquities of the Administration’s 
security program or even the 
public power controversies. 

The Democrats once counted 
heavily on “exposing” the se- 
curity program, but they have 
since had second thoughts about 
appearing to be “against secur- 
ity,” and the expected fireworks 
have not taken place. The Dixon- 
Yates contract proved to be too 
complicated and too local to 
|make a good issue, and, although 
ithere are passionate feelings 
‘about public power in the North- 
west and a few other areas, 
these feelings are by no means 
‘shared nationally. 

Farm Program Fight? 

The Benson farm program 
may well become an issue in the 
future, but, for the present, the 
Democratic congressional lead- 
ership does not intend to start 
a fight for two excellent rea- 
sons. The first is that the Ben- 
son program has not really come 
into operation yet, and it is no 
use attacking something. that 
does not yet exist. The second 
and more cogent reason for hold- 
ing off is simply that 1956, not 
1955, is an election year. Next 
year a great deal will certainly 
be heard about the failings of 
the Benson program. 

The Democrats are beginning 
to suspect that there niay be the 
needed issue in the Administra- 
tion’s Asia policy, especially in 
the Quemoy-Matsu crisis.’ Adlai 
Stevenson’s speech on the crisis 
was a brilliant political exercise,

In the Tru- 
man and Roosevelt days, excite- 
ment was provided not only by 
heroic battles between the 
parties on Capitol Hill, but also 
by even more heroic contests be- 
tween Congress and the White 
House.” 

‘Ike Too Popular.’ 

President Eisenhower has 
made it abundantly clear that he 
is not thirsting for any battles 
with Congress. The farthest he 
has ever gone was to cal] the 
House tax bill “irresponsible,” 
and the resulting flurry died 
down quickly. As for the other 
side of the coin, as one Demo- 
cratic Senator remarked, “hell, 
nobody wants to tangle with Ike 
—he’s too popular.” — 

Some Democrats claim that 
the President’s amazingly long 
honeymoon with Congress, prob- 
ably the longest in American his- 
tory, is about to come to an end. 
For the remainder of this ses-

This inquiry, made in the 
summer of 1954, was concerned 
not with transient opinions, but 
with deeper latent attitudes. 

Is the American public in a 
state of pathological fear? 

Are we raising a new genera- 
tion which will be more sensitive 
or less sensitive than its elders 
to threats to freedom? 

What is on the mind of the 
American people? What are they 
thinking about, worried about, 
concerned about? We asked our 
cross section of Americans: 
“What kinds of things to you 
worry about most?” 

An overwhelming majority 
answered solely in terms of 
personal or family problems 
(health, finances, employment, 
children’s welfare, etc.). 

Forty-three per cent were 
worried about family finances, 
Wages, expenses, etc. Thirty 
per cent mentioned personal 
problems such as marriage 
difficulties, children’s welfare, 
and so on. 

Twenty-four per cent were 
worried about health—their own 
or of someone in the family. 

Only eight per cent were 

worried about world prob- 
lems, including the shadow of 
war. And of these eight per 
cent, a great many were con- 
cerned for strictly personal 
reasons—the possibility of be- 
ing drafted or having a son 
drafted. 
- Our polls were begun when 
national interest in the Army- 
McCarthy hearings was at its 
most intense peak; yet, in spite 
of the daily headlines and tele- 
vision coverage, less than one 
per cent of the American public 
themselves volunteered any con- 
cern about the internal Commu- 
nist threat. 

The eoncern: of Americans 
over civil liberties seems to be 
even lower: Only 20 out of 
almost 5000 persons volun- 


teered anyanention of matters 

(then prominent in the news) 

such as the treatment of wit- 

nesses before committees in 

Washington, challenges to the 

loyalty of educators and scien- 

tists, local vigilante action, etc. 

Our interviewers asked a di- 
rectly pointed question, deliber- 
ately designed to cue people 
into expressins opinions about 
political problems: 

“Are there other problems you 
worry or are concerned about, 
especially political or world 
problems?” 

Fifty-two per cent in our 
cross section said they had 
nothing to add! The number 
who now expressed a concern 
about world affairs rose from 
8 per cent to 30 per cent, even 
though their concern often 
seemed to be expressed mat- 
ter-of-factly: “Oh, yes, I'd say 
I’m concerned about what's 
going on in the world.” 

The number of people who 
now mentioned the internal 
Communist threat rose from 
less than 1 per cent to 6 per 
cent. 

The number who now men- 
tioned a concern over civil 
liberties rose—to 2 per cent. 
“What happened when com- 

munity leaders were specifically 
asked to comment on political 
problems?” 

Fifty per cent of the com- 
munity leaders now expressed 
concern about world affairs. 
Whereas only a few had first 
indicated any concern over 
Communists, now 14 per cent 
did. As for civil liberties, the 
number now rose—to 3 per 
cent. 

Let us turn to some direct 
questions on world affairs. 

“In the long run, how likely 
is it that the Communists can be 
stopped from taking over the 
rest od Europe without a world 
war?’ 
32% replied “very likely” or 

“rather likely.” 
44% replied “rather unlikely” 
or “not likely at all.” 
24% of the public would not 
venture a guess. 

“In the long run, how likely 
is it that the Communists can be 
stopped from taking over the 


rest of Asia without a world 
war?” 
26% said “very likely” or 


“rather likely.” 
43% said “rather unlikely” or 
‘not likely at all.” 
31% had no opinion. 
“Suppose it turned out that 
the only way to stop the Com- 
munists from taking over the 
rest of Europe was for the Unit- 
ed States to fight Russia.

Communism and its tactics 
have been nakedly exposed as 
threats to our freedom; why, 
then, do so many people think 
that the danger of Americans 
being converted to Communist 
ideas is greater than the danger 
of espionage or sabotage? 

Further questioning showed 
that many Americans suspect 
“Communist teachers” in schools 
and colleges. Some people think 
that there is wholesale conver- 
sion to Communism in labor 
unions and among Federal em- 
ployes (despite the very active 
measures taken against Commu- 
nist infiltration by labor unions 
and the Federal Government).

Willie Pastrano 

Another Davey? 

ILLIE PASTRANO, 

youthful New Orleans 

boxer, attracted consider- 
able attention a couple of 
weeks ago when he flashed 
his way to a victory over dur- 
able Al Andrews of Superior, 
Wis., in a Chicago ring. 

Many were the nice things 
said and written about the 
New Orleans flash. He was 
working on a string of victo- 
ries and was only a few bouts 
away from the top middle- 
weight ranks. 

So they sent him in against 
Willie Troy of Washington. 
D.C., Friday night in that same 
Chicago ring in which he had 
defeated Andrews. And he got 
the benefit of a draw. 

One official voted Pastrano 

' the victory, the other two 
called it a draw. So a draw it 
was. From a TV seat it ap- 
peared to this writer that Troy 
had won, by a margin of 97 
to 93. 

Pastrano, a fanoy Dan, if 
there ever was one, put you in 
mind of Chuck Davey. He was 
sent out, a boy, to do a man’s 
job against a foe who has 
fought many of the rugged 
middleweights and who knows 
what it’s all about. 

Pastrano danced about, 
flicking his punches at Troy 
and Willie brushed them off, 
much as one does at the kick 
of a fly. Then, as the fight 
wore on,-and the New Orleans 
boy began to tire from the 
body punching of Troy, the 
Washington, D.C., boxer took 
charge and won going away, 
from this corner. 

It may be that Pastrano is 
all that they say he is. But 
when you saw him punch 
Troy’s jaw, time fter time, 
with no effect on his adver- 
sary, you couldn't help but 
think of Davey and how piti- 
ful he looked the night he 
fought Kid Gavilan.

CHICAGO, April 23. 


ITIES have their own per- 

sonalities, like people; their 

own characters, tangible and 
varied. But in all cities one 
aspect is remafkably similar. 
Skid Row. 


Skid Row always has the same 
garishly sad sameness, and the 
same dull sordidness pollutes 
the atmosphere like the odor of 
stale muscatel. It is the odor 
of defeat and whether it’s San 
Francisco’s Howard street or 
Tampa’s lower Franklin avenue 
the atmosphere is the same. 


Walk down a certain section 
of Market street in St. Louis 
and you will find part of the 
universal Skid Row. Anybody 
who. doesn’t mind brushing off 
a few panhandlers, or stepping 
earefully over defeat asleep on 
a sidewalk, can inspect Skid 
Row and make up his own ad- 


_jectives, draw his own conclu- 


sions. 


Some moralists view Skid 
Row’s inhabitants as sinners and 
drunkards, worthless men. Fa- 
talists look and shrug. Self- 
styled realists see winos and 
bums. Hy Feldman sees people 
—he sees individuals, one at a 
time, on Skid Row, and he ‘has 
considerable compassion for 
many of them. er 

Hy Feldman is Municipal 
Judge Hyman Feldman of Chi- 
cago.. He’s becoming widely 
known as the “Skid Row Judge.” 
In a way, that’s peculiar. . 

Judge Feldman is a knowl- 
edgeable, successful man who 
lives in a fashionable suburb of 
Chicago and who, at 47, sudden- 
ly finds. his life entangled deep- 
ly with the sorrow and grief of 
one area of America’s Skid Row 
—a most unlikely environment 
for a man of Feldman’s appear- 
ance.

HAT is happening in chi- 
W caco's Skid Row Court? 

Is it true that a new 
and relatively young judge is 
taking ‘some radical steps to re- 
vamp a rather hopeless system? 
That he is acting as a personal 
friend to derelicts who want and 
need a friend? That instead of 
automatically sentencing shabby 
vagrants he is setting a great 
majority of them free? And that 
he matter-of-factly elevated one 
of these police-styled “bums” to 
sit on the bench beside him, 
after discovering the man had 
once been a successful lawyer? 

Yes. It’s all true—that and 
more besides. Chicago’s Skid 
Row Court has undergone some 
drastic changes and, with Feld-

We'll have to back up to last 
Christmas morning for a chron- 
ological account of how his 
views came about. Christmas 
morning was the first day he 
sat on the bench, after his elec- 
tion in November. 

He left his family in his Lin- 
coln Park home, took the usual 
50-minute bus ride into town, 
and, at 8:30 a.m., ‘was at the 
Monroe Street Court—known as 
Skid Row Court unofficially, be- 
cause it is here, daily, that the 
police-picked crop of winos and 
loiterers and insolvents end up; 
some 150 to 200 a day. 

Newly-elected, Judge Feldman 
had resignedly accepted the Skid 
Row assignment meted out as a 
matter of course to rookie judges 
—nobody is happy with the as- 
signment, so traditionally it has 
gone to the newcomers. (The 


Municipal Court of Chicago has 
36 judges and a Chief Justice.) 

He wasn’t prepared for what 
he saw in the Monroe Street 
Court. He had been, during his 
professional years up to that 
morning, in general practice as a 
young attorney; a trial attorney 
for the city and, as an assistant 
state attorney, head of the Civil 
Tax Division for Cook pe agen 

“But I hadn't been in 7 
court for some 20 years,” 
Judge Feldman. “To put | it 
mildly, I was shocked.” 

* — * 

E saw broken men, hungover 

men, hopeless men, sullen 

men, frightened men; veter- 
an sots with red-lined blankness 
in their eyes, and young, appren- 
tice drunkards . with curled- 
lipped belligerefice, men who 
looked physically sick and men 
who looked mentally sick—all in 
a parade from the jail bullpen 
to the seat of justice. (Once he 
found a man comatose from TB. 
"The man died. 

Many of them spent their lives 
being arrested, being sentenced, 
being released, being re-arrest- 
ed; over and over and over. This 
was the fact that slammed home 
to. Judge Feldman, first there on 
that Christmas morning, and, re- 
calling that morning, he said, 
“The bleak uselessness of it hit 
me like a physical blow.” 

He said his conscience as a 
judge set up a clamor; his com- 
mon sense as a man protested 
this system of sending these men 
to. serve térms. 

Being a man of action, he 
acted. The great bulk of the men 
went out of that court free. Vet- 
eran court attaches were startled, 
as the judge turned them loose. 
Turn the morning crop of winos 
loose? Whoever heard of such 
a thing! 

But merely freeing these men 
was, at best, a negative action. 
Feldman set out on a positive 
course — one concretely formu- 
lated in his mind and he boils 
it down to this: “Chicago must 
have a municipally owned agency 
to feed hungry men, and we 
must have the machinery to re- 
habilitate the men ogee of 
being rehabilitated.” 

But here’s the thie—tnstead 
of letting such a goal exist mere- 
ly in high-sounding phraseology, 
Judge Feldman set out to do 
something. He created quite a 
stir. He went to Skid Row him- 
self, on inspection tours. He fol- 
lowed police patrols and estab- 
lished to his own satisfaction, 
and anger, that many men were 
picked up in the regular haul 
for little reason other than they 
looked shabby or “suspicious.” 

He continued to let these men 
go, unless some specific charge 
was made to stick. “Loitering’ 
was no longer enough to get a 
man a bunch of days.at the city- 
owned Bridewell Farms labor 
camp.

EACTION to all this? At 
first, negative. Older judges 
shook their heads wisely for 

they had been there. Perhaps 

they sympathized with him, but 
they were realists. 

“You're whipped before you 
start,” well-meaning friends told 
him. “You're not the first man 
to be struck by the viciousness 
of that system—but what can 
you do?” Less well-meaning 
folks got in a little do-gooder 
sneering. Skid Row denizens 
took it all in cynical stride; this 
wouldn’t last, for to them it was 
a well- known fact that this 
world’s citizens are out for 
themselves, and all else is false.

What else has he accom- 
plished? A $16,000 appropria- 
tion has been put through for 
social workers to process and 
screen these men. He now has 
the backing of many groups, 
The Disabled American Veterans 
furnish a permanent worker to 
help any veteran who appears in 
court. Interest in his work is 
growing. 

As a direct result of this re- 
habilitation work more than 50 
derelicts have left Skid Row and 
returned to their families, 
Chief Justice Drymalski said a 
few days ago, in praising “the 
Feldman plan.” 

“This is no scatter-gun effort 
but an intelligent, selective sys- 
tem,” Drymalski said. “Real 
progress has marked the early 
efforts.” 

And more and more broken 
men have somewhere to turn. 
Feldman’s plans for rehabilita- 
tion machinery are large but not 
fuzzy. He knows how to go after 
it, and he’s going after it, He’s 
still as heartsick at what he sees 
_ he was that Christmas morn- 
ng. 

His wife, alarmed because an 
old stomach ailment seemed to 
be coming back on him, once 
suggested he ask for another as- 
signment if this one was going 
to make him feel so bad. But 
she was with him at a Salvation 
Army dinner where certificates 
were being presented to men 
who had left liquor alone for 
specified periods. 

“You don’t know me, Judge,” 
said one very young and happy 
man, receiving a _ certificate. 
“But I wouldn’t be here if it 
wasn't for you.” 

The judge said that made him 
proud. So was his wife. 

The usual assignment for a 
new judge to Skid Row Court, in 
the past, was 90 days. It was a 
long 90 days, because nobody 
likes the assignment. But, in 
early April, the chief justice 
said to Feldman he was being 
pressured to keep him on that 
job, although, in the quarterly 
re-shuffling, Feldman was cer- 
tainly entitled to another assign- 
ment, if he wanted it. 

Shortly after, a Chicago news- 
paper story said: “Skid Row got 
a break today. Judge Hyman 
Feldman agreed to spend the 
next year on a safari of mercy 
in the jungle of derelicts.”

Often when we are working in the lower land 
which is wet at this season, Mike and Tiger will 
flush small bands of a half-dozen snipe.

Until one unlocks the secret of this darting flight, 
the small birds make difficult targets. At this 
time of year, we notice that if we stand still after 
the birds flush they often make a wide circle or 
two, high in the air, then drop down again to within 
a dozen feet of their starting point.

@ WOODCOCK ARE RARER WITH US than Wilson's 
snipe, for which they are sometimes mistaken. They use, 
however, a different terrain, preferring the moist soil and 
heavy cover afforded by the wooded banks of the creek. 
Here they probe the mud for insects and worms with their 
extremely long and flexible bills. And since the migrating 
birds come through singly, using the same stopping places 
during the day and traveling mostly at night, it is not un- 
common to find the holes where they have searched for 
food. The timber doodle, as it is often called, is even more 
beautiful than the snipe, with rich brown coloring and a 
plump body which is equally prized by the epicure, It does 
not invariabl’ call when in flight but often goes drifting 
away through the cover when you flush it, as silent as a bit 
of thistledown. Enough woodcock nest in Missouri so that a 
careful watcher may observe their mating flight and dance 
which is performed at dusk on late April or early May 
evenings.

Two other interesting and, for our locality, rare 
birds that we’ve seen recently are the tiny black 
rail and the American bittern. The black rail is a 
strange little fellow, barely six inches long and the 
smallest of its group. It nests close to the marsh 
and when flushed by the dogs is extremely reluc- 
tant to fly; in fact, it runs swiftly through the long 
grass and doesn’t take to wing at all unless hard 
pushed. Its slate colored coat and small size are . 
in sharp contrast to the big king and clapper rails 
which attain a size of 15 to 20 inches. The Ameri- 
can bittern, on the other hand, is a large, stocky 
brown bird which somewhat resembles its cousin, 
the yellow-crowned night heron. However, in com- 
mon with the least bittern, it is characterized by 
its curious posture when at rest, with the head and 
bill pointed upward as though it had a stiff neck.

@ THE WARM WEATHER of recent days has brought out 
a host of wildflowers, many of which we'd thought damaged 
by the cold spell. Dogwood is beginning to bloom and 
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will be at its peak between now penn May 1. Some of the 
plum thickets are just turning white. And in the woods 
is an endless variety of flowers: May apple, larkspur, anem- 
one and false rue, yellow bellwort and great beds of blue- 
bells, If you’re planning a spring trip into the country to 
see the blossoms, now is the time to make it. But if you go 
to the woods, which is where most of the flowers bloom, 
you'll be well advised to take along an insect repellent. This 
is apparently going to be a great year for ticks and we 
never come in from the woods without finding several of 
them. 

As for us, we stay at home and watch the advancing 
season.

They plan to devote their 
lives and millions of dollars to 
a native village, Mrs. Mellon 
said, because her husband had 
discovered that their previous 
way of existence “didn’t lead 
anywhere.” They will attempt 
to follow in the footsteps of 
Schweitzer, Mellon said, because 
the great medical missionary 
and Nobel prize winner con- 
vinced him that “mankind was 
really worth saving.” 

‘Their move in June will not 
be lightly taken. It is some- 
thing they have worked towards 
for nearly eight years. 

Mellon, a grand nephew of 
financier Andrew Mellon, was 
37 when he happened to read a 
story describing how Schweitzer, 
who as a gifted musician could 


have been the toast of Europe, .. 


decided instead to give his life 
to helping the natives of Lam- 
barene, French Equatorial Af- 
rica. 

At that time, in 1947, Mellon 
was a successful rancher in Ari- 
zona, a business he had made 
prosper in its own right, al- 
though he is an heir to vast Gulf 
Oil Corp. holdings. 

“I had been in the ranching 
business for 20 years before I 
read the story about Schweitzer,” 
Mellon said. -“Until that time, I 
had never even heard of him. 


“It seemed to me that he was 
getting more out of life than I 
was. I wrote him and asked 
him if his enthusiasm had waned 
after all these years. And I

Mellon then visited Schweit- 
zer’s hospital in Africa in 1951 
to study his methods. The doctor 
himself was in France at the 
time, but Mellon and his family 
journeyed there to see him after 
studying the hospital. 


“We stayed with him four 
days,” Mellon recalled. “There 
is no use trying to tell you what 
Dr. Schweitzer is like. You just 
have to meet him and talk with 
him to know.” 


During other vacations, Mellon 
traveled extensively in search 
for a spot to locate his own hos- 
pital. One trip was to South 
America, but he decided that the 


population was too sparse in . 


e areas, that the people had 
icient medical facilities in 
others. Then, in the summer of 
1952, he went to Haiti to do re- 
search for a thesis on tropical 
diseases. He found that Haiti, a 
all republic about 1000 air 
es east of Miami, has a popu- 
tion more dense than India. 
The little nation is formed of 
only 10,000 square miles of earth, 
with a population of 4,000,000— 
400 persons for every square 
mile. The average income is $40 
per year per person. 
Tuberculosis and malaria take 
a great toll among the popula- 
tion, along with other deadly dis- 
eases. Most of the people speak 
a French dialect which even a 
Frenchman can’t understand.

000,000 to build, will be operat-

“What a shame,” many must 
have added, “that we didn’t have 
a polio vaccine 20 years ago.” 


It as a remarkable thing, how- 
ever, that we have our first 
polio vaccine today, istead of 10 
or 20 years from now. The re- 
markable story is how this has 
happened, not just in the lab- 
oratories but among ordinary 
men. It is in this story that now 
needs to be told. 


For the development of polio 
vaccines, present and future, is 
a monument to several im- 
portant things. To initiative and 
individualism and to willing co- 
operation.

POOL SUCGESS CITED 


Schuman Plan Officer Says 
6 Nations Are Enjoying 
a Business Boom.

WASHINGTON, April 23— 
The six-nation European Coal 
and Steel Community (the Schu- 
man Plan) has achieved “spec- 
tacular results” barely two years 
after the establishment of its 


single-+market concept for the 
two basic industries, Albert 
Coppe, community vice-presi- 
dent, reported here. 

The fermer minister of eco- 
nomic affairs for Belgium told a 
National Press Club luncheon 
this week that despite the re- 
cent “rolling readjustment” of 
the United States economy and 
the chances that it would de- 
press western European business 
activities, the six community na- 
tions had been enjoying a boom. 

Coppe said the success which 
France, West Germany, Italy, 
Belgium, Luxembourg and The 
Netherlands had had in ling 
their coal and steel industries 


into a customs union had made

possible the extension of the 
community idea to transport and 


power. 

“As far as the political inte- 
gration of Europe is concerned, 
we must recognize that there 
have been temporary setbacks,” 
Coppe said. “But, despite the 
rejection of EDC (the European 
Defense Community). I do not 
believe that the idea of political 
integration is dead or that eco- 
nomic integration can be any- 
thing but a stepping-stone to the 
political goal.” 


Goppe measured the Com- 
munity’s success in eliminating 
economic frontiers for coal and 
steel in these terms: Coal trade 


had climbed by 50 per cent and 
steel trade by 160 per cent; com-

WASHINGTON, D.C. (UP) —

It offers the 
best chance yet for redeveloping 
the run-down neighborhoods, 
Federal Housing officials said.

The housing law passed by 
Congress last fall authorizes the 
Federal Housing Administration 
to make its valuations on the 
basis of what the property will 
be worth when the whole slum 
area is fixed.up. This gives a 
totally different picture than a

FHA set forth the regulations 
for the new mortgage ‘insurance 
program last week. Commission- 
er Norman P. Mason said the 
new concept .of value—‘“geared 
to the future of the renewed 
area”—should bring a large vol- 
ume of ‘private capital to bear: 
on the nation’s housing blight. 
Albert M. Cole, chief of FHA’s 
parent agency, the Housing and 
Home Finance Agency, said, “It’s 
a great opportunity and I think 
work.” 
To get FHA insurance for a 
project under this program, the 
project must be part of an ap- 
roved, over-all plan for clean- 
ae up a community’s slums. The 
community must demonstrate to 
the Federal Government that it 
has the necessary authority and 
financial capacity to complete | » 
the whole clean-up.

Wet Basement 
May Be Due to 
Bad Planting

FHA regulations state that a 
builder shall provide a “dry 
basement” in any new house on 
which the loan is FHA-insured, 
but even the best efforts by a 
builder to. accomplish that can 
and not infrequently are scuttled 
by the family that buys the place 
. not intentionally, of course. 
Members of the Home Build- 
ers’ Association of Greater St. 
Louis, in April meeting at the 
Kingsway Hotel last week heard 
an FHA man and two represen- 
tatives of the Portland Cement 
Association discuss the problems 
of basements that get wet, damp, 
and what can be done about it. 

Builders and associate sup- 
pliers of materials really didn’t 
hear much that they didn’t al- 
ready know, but probably were 
reminded of a thing or two 
jthey’d forgotten in the rush of 
today’s building boom. And 
some things the speaker said 
might be more pertinent to pre- 
sent to an audience of home 
owners than to one of home 
builders. 

What Did You Plant? 

Irrespective of what else a 
builder does to insure a dry 
basement, the

“In August we feed the grass 
with a weed-free organic fertiliz- 
er, and then we sow a mixture 
of perennial rye and blue grass 
seed. We feed ‘it again in Janu- 
ary, with equal parts of organic 
and balanced chemical fertiliz- 
ers mixed together. We also seed 
it again in early February, so 
that the snows and thaws can 
take the seed into the ground.

wo lush growth of these 
plants comes from a heavy win- 
ter application of horse manure, 
which is dug into the beds in the 
spring, No summer mulch is 
used, but Mrs. Wright believes 
in pouring of the water in dry 
weather. 

Hundreds of Annuals. 
Although the perennial garden 
is enclesed by walls and fences, 
a steep slope that fronts on Shef- 
field avenue has been developed 
into a long terraced garden, 
which every passer-by can en- 
joy. Here daffodils, tulips and 
hyacinths make a blaze of color 
in early spring. Later there are 
peonies and, in the parking, 
there is a ribbon of iris instead 
of grass. 

“In late spring I put in hun- 
dreds of annuals,” Mrs. Wright 
“We have petunias, asters, 
balsams, marigolds of many va- 
rieties, and even brilliant celo- 
sias and scarlet sage.

But with that growth, problems of ground space, land 
cost, lighting, traffic, parking facilities have also developed. 
The answer to those problems is frequently sought in con- 
temporary architectural d They permit use of new 
materials, and of old materials in new ways, combine func- 
tionalism with modern conceptions of beauty, and permit a 
free hand in meeting the purpose for which the structure is 
intended.

Touched, the President wrote to his 4-year- 
old bodyguard: “A friend of yours has just 
told Mrs. Eisenhower and me a wonderful 
story—that way up in Albany I have a small 
but courageous bodyguard by day, and that 
my picture watches over you while you sleep. 
I am proud to have such a staunch defender, 
and I wanted you to know it.” 

In Augusta, Ga., an older boy, 13-year-old 
Finley Merry, worried when a downpour hit 
Ike’s favorite golfing grounds just before a 
Presidential visit. So he called the White 
House to warn Ike of bad weather. 

The President not only got the message, 
but dashed off a personal thank-you note. 
“I understand,” he wrote to Finley, “that 
you called last night to tell me it was raining 
in Augusta. You were afraid my trip would 
be spoiled. That was very thoughtful of you—

Sometimes the grandfather in Ike comes out, and he will 
throw in a little gentle advice. In a note to Kevin Brown, who 
lives on a wheat farm near Adams, Ore., the President ad- 
monished: “Now that you are 7 years old, Kevin, I want to 
give you a personal message. Grow up strong and straight 
and true, help your father and mother all you can and always 
be proud and thankful for what you are—a young American 
boy growing up to be an American man.” 

Many youngsters’ letters must bring a pang to the President’s 
heart. Crippled little Annette Hill, expecting the President to 
visit her church in Augusta, Ga., on Thanksgiving Day, 1953, 
wanted to be sure he would see her. “I am 10 years old,” she 
wrote. “If I could be so lucky as to meet you,it would make 
me very happy. You will recognize me because I have crutches, 
and I wear a brace. I wear a brace and crutches because I had 


_ polio six years ago. I have blonde hair. My sister and . will

be at church on Thanksgiving.” 

The reply Annette got was almost as good as a meeting. 
“Thanks very much for your nice little note,” wrote Ike. “I’m 
sorry it did not reach me until this morning. Otherwise, if 1 
had had your description in time, 1 would have been on the 
look-out for you after the Thanksgiving services at Reid 


- Memorial Presbyterian Church. Perhaps I shall have the privi-

lege of seeing you on one of my later visits.” 

Children with school problems get good-natured sympathy 
from the President. When Isabel Ware of Richmond, Va., cut 
classes at St. Catherine’s school and met the President, Ike 
personally wrote an excuse for her. It read: “Could we not 
excuse the absence today of Isabel Ware? She was at a cere- 
mony I attended.” 

Other students receive encouragement in their school work. 
Milly Freeman, a Louisville, Ky., high-school girl, wrote Ike: 
“You, sir, are a widely known amateur artist . . . 1 guess you 
would call me an amateur artist, also. In any event, I intend 
to get my degree in fine arts.” 

The President answered: “As far as being an artist is con- 
cerned, I can’t even claim the title of ‘amateur.’ I envy you the 
opportunity you will have to study the entire field of fine arts; 
I am sure you will find it very satisfying.” 


He Gave the Donkey Away 


Children’s gifts pour into the White House—scrapbooks, 
yearbooks, photographs, handkerchiefs, hand-knitted socks, a 
golfing-motif tie clasp, an inscribed desk box, hundreds of 
others. Occasionally, President Eisenhower will reverse the 


flow. When he received a 5-week-old donkey, symbol of the 


Democratic Party, he presented it to a Stillwater, Minn., camp 
for crippled children. 

A Columbia, S. C., girl, Harriet Rose Lowe, toured the 
White House last December but missed seeing the President. 
She wrote sorrowfully: “I was awfully disappointed that I 
didn’t get to see you. But I sure did enjoy the visit to the 
White House. . . . It's harder for me io write than it is for 
most 11-year-old girls: You see, I have cerebral palsy, and that 
makes me slow.” 

Harriet’s letter went on for seven laboriously written pages 
OF SeenCenTES Sak Snr Wee Sartin’ Aer. gene Repent 
the White House. 

“Well,” she ended, “it’s taken me *most all day to write this 
letter. I'm sorry "cause it’s so long. I do hope your secretary

One grim fact about any H-bomb assault on the US. is that 
attacking bombers would approach at supersonic speeds and very 
high altitudes.

NEW YORK. 
There are more than 53,000,000 telephones in daily 


use in the United States today. How many of them are 


tapped? Is yours? 


Recently a lot of people have taken a lively interest 


in questions like these. Ears are still ringing with the 
latest wiretap scandal, which burst in this city like a 
vest-pocket A-bomb. The blast is still reverberating 
in Federal and State legislative committee rooms, 
where wiretapping is-getting a thorough going over by 
stern-faced lawmakers. Meanwhile, people all over 
the U.S. have been picking up their telephone re- 
ceivers as though the latter had been dusted with fall- 
out from a radioactive cloud. . | 

The current scandal was touched off in February, 
when New York police raided an apartment crowded 
with $10,000 worth of electronic wiretapping equip- 
ment, capable of eavesdropping on thousands of tele- 
phones. Among those whose phones were tapped were 
a large corporation, prominent lawyers, Wall Street 
brokers—and an ex-striptease artist. 

Those. caught at this electronic keyhole included the 
occupant of the apartment and two employes of the 
telephone company. The two employes were fired and 
later indicted: It was reported that taps actually were 
made on a big panel in one of the telephone exchanges 
not far from the apartment. A cable as thick-as a man’s 
arm, it was said, led from the panel to the listening 
post. 

As charges and. countercharges flew back and forth, 
local police and various district attorney's offices gave 
out figures purporting to show that wiretapping wasn't 
nearly as rampant as everybody thought it was. The 
Police Department said it tapped “several hundred” 
phones a year, while district attorneys estimated they 
tapped “about 200.” It Was asserted that about 1,000 
court orders for legal.telephone interception are is- 
sued each year in New York State. 

But wiretap experts, who-make a living at electronic 
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5 your telephone 


eavesdropping and list their firm names in city direc- 
tories, are inclined to greet these figures with a hollow 
laugh. Estimates of phones tapped, they say, are far 
too low. The wiretap issue, they add, is so “hot,” so 
wide-open to debate on the ethical considerations in- 
volved, that nobody dares tell the whole story. 

The fact is, anyone’s wire may be tapped. You may 
pick up a phone, call an office acquaintance and let go 
with a few choice remarks about the cops for giving 
you a parking ticket. Your entire conversation may be 


‘wiretap-recarded, because your friend has had a tap 


put on his line for reasons of his own which have 
nothing to do with -you. 

Or say you have seen an accident and are asked by 
the plaintiff's family to appear as a witness. The insur- 
ance company’s lawyer asks you to come to his office 
to explain just what you saw. On his desk, at his elbow, 
is a telephone which at the moment is a “live mike” 
connected to a recording device in his desk drawer. 
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PANEL TAP: At “bridge-in,”’ where lines converge, 
two spare phone-company wires (I.) are fitted to lug 
of wire in use. This makes a bridge to which a listen- 
ing or récording unit can be attached, as shown. 
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BOOTH TAP is shown in this posed photo. In-

Today, even the walls have ears. There’s a gimmick 
that can be hidden behind furniture, wall panels or 
draperies to “hear” room conversation. With the aid 
of a contact microphone‘or induction coil (see photo 
above), your conversation can be heard in an adjoin- 
ing apartment. Such gadgets can be attached to 4 
telephone wire and, actuated by the ringing of the 
phone bell, broadcast what you say to a listening pos! 
as much as two miles away. 

Ask the experts who is: being tapped and they'll in- 
variably come back with: “Who isn’t?” It’s safe to say 
that if you hold a key job in a large office, the phone 
on your desk .may.be.tapped. If .you.are.involved 10 
some litigation, or have any information someone cls¢ 
is anxious to get, your home telephone may be tapped. 

On the other hand, if you are an average citizen who 
minds his own business and has nothing to hide, you 
can be fairly certain your phone isn’t tapped—because 
nobody is interested in you. 

Certain types of wiretap, of course, are considered 
legal and routine. One of the most common is the 
business office tap. If you're a salesman who does a lo! 
of selling over the phone, your boss may tap your desk 
phone to find out if you’re using the right kind of 
sales technique. 

If you're a manufacturer who does a lot of talking 
over the telephone about factory prices and so forth, 
you can have your phone tap-recorded so you'll have 
a taped record of your verbal. commitments. . 

If you're a doctor and use a telephone-answerne 
service, you can find out whether you're getting the 
service you pay for by having the line tapped for 4 
checkup. By the same means, you can find out how 
“safe” your unlisted telephone number is—if you hav¢ 
one, 

Then, of course, you may legally request a tap ©"

When the wiretap disclosures started, people WO" 
dering if a private telephone conversation is a thing 
of the past, they also loosed a flood of questions: Wha! 
is wiretapping and how is it done? Whose phone '® 
tapped and why? Is it legal or illegal? 
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cup, carries conversation in booth at left to 
miniature wire recorder held by man at right. 


To get the answers, PARADE went to two veteran 
private detectives who operate the Aetna Detective 
Bureau, Inc., a legal wiretapping and secret-recording 
agency here. They are H. E. M: Bernhard and Harry 
M. Keen, who show in pictures on these pages how 
actual taps can be made. Bernhard, a lanky, soft- 
spoken man who usually wears a green eyeshade at 
his desk, has been a detective more than 40 years. 
Keen, stocky and brisk, combines detective work with 
the study of electronics. , 

Wiretapping, these experts say, is more extensive 
today than it ever was. Where a few decades ago a tap 


’ was an occasional cloak-and-dagger job—done 


“legally” only by police—today there are perhaps 10 
major acamsae in ea York alone that do “legal” 
tapping. 

The big known wicanib Contites: of course, aré New 
York. and Washington, b=t the practice now extends 
to every city of any size in the U.S. Wiretap agencies 
can and do tap in any locality. As Bernhard observes: 
“The only place where wiretapping is impossible is 
one that has no telephones.” 


How Can You Spot a Tap? 


And if your phone is tapped, neither you nor the 
local telephone company need know anything about 
it. There will be no ping or buzz on the line, no sinister 
clicks; your only tip-off will be your own suspicion, 
_ At your request, the telephone company will check 
your line for a tap. If it is there by court order, the 
company will not remove it. If it is there without am- 


order (thus illegally), the company will disconnect it. y 


In any case, as a matter of policy, the telephone com- 
pany will not admit the tap exists.’You will simply be 
told the “trouble” in the line has been cleared up. 

When is a tap legal and when is it illegal? It is 
legal when it is made under a court order or at your 
own request as a subscriber. It is illegal when anyone 
else makes it. 


A legal tap works like this: You request an agency 


to tap your phone. After you have furnished satisfac- 
tory proof that you actually are the subscriber, the 


agency’s experts make the tap at the most convenient 


“bridging point.” This is a panel in which the tele- - 


phone trunk lines converge. in large buildings it may 
be located in a corridor, in an individual office or in the 
basement. In your own home it may be in a small box 
in your cellar, or somewhere along the foundation on 
the outside of the. house.. 

The price of an average tap today is about $350. 
All modern tapping is electronic and automatic; it is 
mainly a recording, not a listening process.-Bernhard 
and Keen will make an electronic wiretap or secret- 
recording installation to order—average cost, about 
$500. 

For short-term taps, the agency leases its equip- 
ment.

A corporation, for example, will buy the equipment 


outright. The.agency installs it, trains a oo 
person in its use, services it when needed. 

One system Bernhard installed in the office of a big 
Wall Street firm has been operating for more than 
three years. The chairman of the board has a double 
tap. By pressing a button he can record not only phone 


- conversations but everything that is said im his office. 


Bernhard and Keen are perhaps the foremost users 
of electronic equipment, much of which they have in- 
vented or developed themselves. One device is the 
Minitrol (right), which can make a listening post out 
ofa desk drawer, a wastebasket or a paper. carton. 

Another device automatically activates a signal—a 
buzzer or a light—if the telephone line is tapped. Even 
if the receiver- is on the hook, any interference with 
the line—even a li testing in the exchange—sets 
the signal off. and Keen have their own 
business phones wired to this device as a protection 
against tapping. 

The two experts recently developed an electronic 
device that also can detect a wiretap. It does this by 
indicating the difference between the normal and ab- 


normal amount of current passing through the tele- 


phone wire—much as a doctor's instruments measure 
normal and abnormal heartbeat or blood pressure. 


Sometimes it’s Just Bluff 


One thing few people realize about secret and 
wiretap recordings is that their effect on the, “tappee” 


48 largely psychological. Says Bernhard:.“We were 


asked to wire the office of a big concern and to moni- 
tor a board of directors’ meeting. An interoffice fight 
was going on and a court battle loomed.

“One night, while rewinding, he erased evéry word 
of the recordings that clinched his case. He and his 
lawyers, of course, were in a panic. Then Harry and I

ing equipment we could find, plus a stack of tapes—all 
unused. We made a big show of placing alll this stuff 


.on the counsel table. 


“When the opposition lawyers asked what all that 
was, we told them we had recordings of the board 


‘Meetings. Only a few minutes before the court opened, 


lawyers of sides went into a huddle. The case 
never went to trial.” 


This sort of Iping, Keon adds, happens’ 95 per 


cent of cases where secret or wiretap recordings are 
made. He recalls one in which a man involved in 
divorce proceedings asked for a tap on his home 


phone. He needed-evidence to fight a habeas corpus | 


action brought by his wife to secure custody of their 


wire, the man had all the evidence he needed—the wife 
had unwittingly supplied it during a conversation with . 
a woman friend that lasted an hour and 45 minutes. 

When the attorney learned that a recording had 
been made, and that the judge was willing to listen to 
it, he advised the wife to withdraw her action. 

Then there was the tap that. worked exactly in_re- 
verse and prevented the breakup of a home. One day 
a man virtually on the verge of a nervous breakdown 
asked the agency to put a tap in his home because he 
was suspicious of his wife. Mysterious calls were com- 
ing in, he said; when he answered, the caller would 
hang up. A tap quickly revealed that the calls came 
from the boy friend of the maid. He persisted in 
calling at the wrong time, and would naturally hang 
up if a man answered. - 

“This fellow,” says Keen, “was pretty sheepish 
when he found out what was really going on. Took 
his wife on a Florida vacation to make it up to her for 
being so suspicious.” 

Requests for domestic recordings are frequent, but 
Bernhard and Keen put their own restrictions on this 
type of service. They will tap only on the request of 
the person in whose name the phone is listed, whether 
husband or wife, Bernhard explains: “If two people 
are martied, but legally separated, we generally refuse 
to tap. But if they are living apart by mutual consent, 
and no legal negotiations are going on, we frequently 
will tap after a careful check.” 

With the electronic devices the experts have devel- 
oped, even transcontinental tapping is no problem. 

“Suppose,” Keen offers, “an attorney in San Fran- 
cisco wants to record, in our office here, a conversa- 
tion he is having with a client in his own office. We 
have one of our men hook up a special device to his 
phone. When his client comes in, the attorney will

“We asked her, “What did you want the 
knife for?’ ” a policewoman recalls. “She 
was full of hatred.

Such high-voltage emotion is hardly in 
keeping with the trivial incident that 
brought on the fight. More alarmingly, it 
suggests that this girl's opponent was 
merely a symbol, that her real quarrel was 
with the world. No wonder police and 
‘juvenile officials are concerned about the 
implications—if not the numbers—of girls 
who live by violence. 

Most alarming of all, the duel could be 
called almost typical. PARADE. reporters 
went from metropolitan area to metro- 
politan area, almost everywhere heard the 
same report: fighting and violence among 
teen-aged girls is on the increase. So far, 
comparatively few girls are involved—but 
the increase is marked over the past three 
or four years. Even those girls picked up 
for age-old offenses like sex delinquency 
now seem inclined to work off their resent- 


Delinquency }s a Mirror 
Violence thus has become a new outlet 
delinquents. But what causes that resent- 
ment in the first place? Panape asked this 
question of everyone who should know— 


13-to-16-year-olds who are the subject of 
these articles. In a broader sense, there 
was general agreement that today’s dis- 


turbed: youth—whatever the personal fac- 


_ tors in individual cases—strongly reflects 


today’s disturbed world. 

Our current teenagers, it was pointed 
out, were born into a world at war; they 
grew up in a world living in fear of the 
H-bomb. Along the way, they have been 
exposed to other pressures: a daily dict of 
sadism and savagery via TV, comic books 
and movies; the general rootiessness of 
postwar America; the growing acceptance 
of violence in adult behavior; the emphasis 
on the fast buck. 

Against this background, many of the 
old restraints of the community have 


broken down. Church and home have lost 


much of their former influence. Most 
parents still want to do the right thing by 


their children, but more and more seem — 


unable or unwilling to. 
“Considering everything,” one high- 
school principal told Pparape, “I'm not

amazed at the delinquency figures. What 


really amazes me is that so many children 
‘are so well-behaved.” 

Now for a really basic question: Why 
gentle, docile, “easier to raise” than boys, 
suddenly taking up the most unruly, ag- 
gressive type of male behavior? Why the 
haircuts, the chip-on-shoulder swagger? 
ert Lindner, Chief Consultant Psycholo- 
gist {6 the Maryland Board of Correction. 
On a broad basis, Dr. Lindner blames “the 
total social scene. They're playing with 
hydrogen bombs today,” he says angrily, 
“the way we used to play with marbles.” 

As for girls: “The female is becoming 


more masculinized. They’ ve what I'd call 
‘physical equality’ in the way they dress 
and the things they’re allowed to do; but 
they don’t have psychological equality in 
terms of respect for their own individual- 
ity and the dignity as a human being that 
goes with their femininity. 

“So more and more, as we treat girls as 
equals,” the girls themselves try to act 
as ‘equals’ to boys. The boys are com-— 
mitting more violence; so do the girls.” 

Some psychologists feel that a major 
cause of delinquency among girls is poor 
mother-daughter relations. Dr. Lindner 
adds: “Fathers have also lost status in the 
home. Girls don’t have a strong, kindly 


- but forceful personality to look up to as 


an ideal for marriage. 

“Take the father who wants his child to 
go to Sunday School. When his wife wakes 
him on Sunday, he barks, ‘Do / have to | 
drive him?’ He wants the child to go, but 
he doesn't want to be bothered personally. 
So the child sees that the father hasn’t a

Suggestions for Parents 


With that, no thoughtful parent can 
disagree. Meanwhile, are there any rules 
to follow that might keep average girls 
from developing into aggressive tomboys? 
Few authorities consulted by parape felt 
they could be so specific, but they. did 
offer suggestions that should be useful ’ 
with any disturbed child. Here are five: 

1) Don’t substitute force for under- 
standing. “The most neglectful parents,” 
says Ernest L. Bridge of the Wayne 
County, Mich., Probate Court/ Juvenile 


Division, “are the ones most likely to re- 


sort to physical punishment.” 

2) Give your child love, security and 
attention. “When they don't get attention 
at home,” a chaplain at a detention home 
says, “they're apt to say, ‘I'll stab some- 
one; then they'll notice me.’ ” 

3) Keép your communications lines 
open. Confide in your child—and interest 
yourself in his doings. 

4) Set a good example to your child. 
Says Dr. Lindner: “Declare a moratorium 
on hypocrisy.” 

5) Help to make your child part of the 
community group. “Communities must 


de

immediately and deliberately weave young 
people into full community life,” says 
Sheriff Joseph D. Lohman of Cook 
County, Ill. 

Some officials seeking a solution have 
gone to the kids themselves. In “Opera- 
tion Checkmate,” in New York’s Queens 
district, District Attorney T. Vincent 
Quinn has met with representative student 
groups. “We tell them, ‘Look, kids, this 
is what we see in the DA’s office,’ ” Quinn 
says. ““This is our problem. What are 
yours? What can we do for you?’ ” 

Also in New York is Robert Cooper, 


superintendent of the city’s Youth House 
for Girls. This center takes disturbed girls 
under 16 for three to five weeks of study, 
then recommends action to the proper 
city authorities. Cooper thus has had real 
experience in this field. 

He agrees that violence is growing 
among teenagers. “We're seeing more 
physical aggression by girls,” he, says, 
“some of it pretty serious. They attack 
individuals for a variety of rationaliza- 
tions, none of which makes any real sense 
to us:”He adds: “These are usually pretty 
disturbed kids who gravitate toward each 


other to attain some sense of security.” 

Such girls, Cooper believes, are really 
sick. He suggests two methods of “cure.” 
First would be expert therapeutic treat- 
ment for the girl—and for her family. 
Second would be a concerted drive to 
reinforce and strengthen family life, to 
make school a more satisfying experience 
and to provide a happier community life. 

General though they may sound, 
Cooper’s proposals were the most concrete 
in their category that PARADE was able to 
elicit. The problem of tomboys with 
knives is still new, still puzzling. It also is 
still growing. 

One hope is that many of the girls may 
outgrow their aggressive urges; the code 
of violence does have a smaller following 
among older high-school students. But 
then there are the girls who do not finish 
school, who move from fist fights to far 
graver offenses. America must do some- 
thing for them while it still can. 

And if we don't, what then? Let 14- 
year-old Shelley, a girl from a broken 
home, tell you: “If they don’t take care 
of us now, when we grow up we won't 
be fit mothers. And then there'll be an- 
other batch of kids just like us.” a

HOLLYWOOD. 
Fifteen miles from here stands the Motion 
Picture Relief Home, testimony to the tran- 
siency of movie fame. Peopled by the once- 
famous and now-needy, Home often 
prompts foday’s stars to remark, “There but 
for the Grace of God live I.” One actor who 
has muttered this many times is Charles Far- 
rell, the tall, white-haired co-star of the tele- 
vision comedy program, My Little Margie 
(NBC-TV—Wednesday nights). 

Charlie Farrell is 53, and unless you're 
somewhere near that age bracket you prob- 
ably don’t remember him on the screen. But 
back in the 1920s women swooned in droves 
as Farrell made young cinematic love to 


Janet Gaynor in Seventh Heaven and Street 
Angel. He also appeared in other outstanding 


films of the decade. 

His stardom period ended rather abruptly, 
however; by the 1930s, Charlie was a hand- 
some has-been. “The public just didn’t want 
me any more,” he offers now, in explanation. 
In any case, he was unemployed. “So, be- 
cause I suffered from hay fever, I hied myself 
down to Palm Springs. 

“While I was waiting for my agent to call 
with job offers—he never did—I was offered 


80 acres of desert for very little dough. I rang 
up my pal Ralph Bellamy and asked if he 
wanted to go in with me. 

“*Are the 80 acres under water?’ Ralph 
asked. When I said no, his answer was, 
‘Okay, I’m in.’” 

A few weeks later Farrell @nd Bellamy sold 
off 60 acres. On the remaining land they then 
erected two tennis courts, thus founding what 
is today Palm Springs’ most famous resort, 
the Racquet Club. - 

On Christmas day, 1934, when the club 
opened, it had three Hollywood members: 
Carole Lombard, Charles Butterworth: and 
Frank Morgan. Total receipts for the first 
day of operation came to $18. That same day, 
70 miles away, the Santa Anita Race Track 
opened—and took in $318,000. : 

So it went.'After a few years Bellamy sold 
out his interest in the Racquet Club and in- 
vested the proceeds in oil. “If you're smart, 
Charlie,” he told Farrell, “you'll do the 
same.” : 

Charlie declined. “It was the luckiest deci- 
sion I ever made,” he asserts. “Bellamy lost 
every cent in the oil project, and I went on 
to make the club a profitable enterprise.” | 
Exactly how profitable is pointed up by

two facts: 1) most of the leading movie 
Stars now are Racquet Club members; 2) only 
a few weeks ago a hotel syndicate offered 
Farrell a million dollars in cash for it. 

Charlie isn’t selling. “This club took care 
of me and Valli,” he explains, referring to 
his wife, ex-screen star Virginia Valli, “when 
the motion-picture ‘business wouldn’t touch 
me with a 10-foot pole. Now that TV has, I 
don’t need the money.” 

As for the success of the club: “Most of 
all, I think it was luck. I had a little knowl- 
edge of the hotel and restaurant business 
when I started in. After all, my old man had

owned a restaurant back in my home town— 
Walpole, Massachusetts. But the thing that 
helped the most was pure luck.” 

Some members insist that Farrell is being 
needlessly modest. 

“He worked darn hard,” actor Bill Gargan 
recalls, “and don’t let him tell you differ- 
ently.” 

“What Farrell brought to the club,” offers 
director Al Hall, “was an air of informality. 
He provided Hollywood with its first desert 
retreat, a place where the stars could let their 
hair down.” ‘ 

Today, the club has become so famous 
that the movie star who vacations there 
usually does so for one of two purposes: to 
get away from it all or to get into it all. 

If the celebrity checks in and suggests that 


he’s down for the sun and doesn't want to be — 


bothered, Farrell sees to it that he’s assigned 
a rear bungalow and left alone: On the other 
hand, if the player is looking for a buildup, 
Charlie takes care of that, too: reporters and 
photographers are notified that so-and-so is 
available for picture layouts. — 

Not one season has passed without a 
dozen Hollywood newcomers being photo- 
graphed at the Racquet Club. Several years 
ago agent Johnny Hyde brought Marilyn 
Monroe around, hoping that she would catch 
the eye of some influential producer. Mari-
